The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
WO'288 teaches an elastomer composition that reads upon the instantly claimed composition 
wherein the composition provides improvements in terms of mechanical properties such as 
compression set resistance with respect to other thermoplastic elastomers or vulcanized rubbers 
and may be utilized in producing various fabricated articles including tubing, seals, and extruded 
profiles. WO'288, however, does not teach or fairly suggest an electric cable comprising at least 
one conductor and at least one insulating layer formed from the elastomer composition and the 
prior art of record provides no suggestion or motivation to utilize the elastomer composition as 
an insulating layer for an electric cable comprising at least one conductor.
